Money, both coin and currency, was extremely limited in Missouri until 
the tide of immigration brought a small supply of silver coin. The United 
States government began making its coinage in 1792; for many years it was 
made in limited amounts and denominations and was seldom available to frontiers 
such as St. Louis. Spanish silver dollars were most freely available (via 
trade up the Mississippi from New Orleans and overland via the Spanish Trail) 
from 1764, the founding of St. Louis, to 1803, the date of the Louisiana 
Purchase from France. To make change, merchants cut these into halves, quarters, 
and eighths ("bits") and hence terms "two bits" etc. In later years, the 
coinage of the United States was the coinage of Missouri, except for periods 
of general unavailability, such as during wars, depression, etc. or, to 
foster local enterprize, tokens and scrip of local nature were utilized also. 


Currency, likewise, was unavailable in early St. Louis and Missouri. 
Business was carried on by barter; since the prime commerical activities were 
fur-trading and mining, needed items were obtained in trade for furs, lead, 
farm products, whiskey, etc. or crude paper money representing credit for these 
materials. Since there was no United States currency until 1862 prior to 
that time all paper money was the responsibility of the various states. The 
laws governing the issuance of bank notes were inadequate and the requirements 
for holding of "specie" (silver and gold) to back these notes were often 
inadequate, variable, and supervised poorly; counterfeiting thrived because 
of great numbers of issuing authorities and the abundance of varieties. 

Until 1813, all currency in Missouri came from other states with the traders 

and immigrants; these notes whose value was most questionable were called 
"wildcat notes" and were generally undesirable, usually traded at discount 
(values below their face values), and often led to financial ruin of individuals 
and communities. . 

The first two banks chartered by the Missouri Territorial government were 
authorized to issue banknotes and operated from 1816 to 1821; both soon failed. 
They were followed by a branch of the United States Bank, the Bank of the 
State of Missouri, and other state-chartered banks who were allowed to issue 
banknotes and by private banks who were not authorized to do so. The Civil 
War caused a profusion of both Missouri Confederate and Union currencies and 
scrip (private paper money, usually of small denomination) in attempts to 
defray the huge expenses. Scrip and tokens were issued over the next 6 or 7 
decades during several financial crises. 

After the Civil War, most currency was issued by banks chartered and 
controlled by the Federal government; National Bank Notes looked basically the 
same throughout the country but were clearly identified with the name of the 
local bank who issued them. After the Federal Reserve Act of 1913 the 
currencies were no longer issued by local banks but by Branches of the Federal 
Reserve Bank, one of which has always been in St. Louis, of course, and can 
be easily identified on the notes. 

Examples of most of the items described above will be displayed. 


ABOUT THE COVER 


Shown on the cover, actual size, is the Missouri Sesquicentennial Cfficial 
Commemorative Art Medal. Featured at the top is the dome of the present 
state capitol in Jefferson City, and at the bottom the restored historic old 
state capitol at Ste Charles, Missouri. The medallion was issued in .999 
fine silver serially numbered to 1,000 pieces, and in bronze serially 
numbered to 5,000 pieces.
